W. B. Conkey yesterday refused the terms 
offered him by the seaaeee te in his Hammond 
plant through the Indiana State Labor Com- 
missioners.

clare that no officer or organizer of the 
newly established union or any prominent 
participant in the-strike could ever be found 
on his pa yrolls. 

Many of the strikers were opposed to any 
peace overtures, but after a meeting of the 
Commissioners, the officers of the union, and 
the heads of the different departments in the 
Conkey plant on Wednesday night it was de- 
cided to make two propositions to Mr. Con- 


key. 
| ‘Offers of the Strikers. 


- The first was that there should be a recon- 
ciliation and that a joint series of meetings 
be held. The second was that the strike 
grievances should be arbitrated. 

The first Mr. Conkey flatly refused, and the 
‘second brought out a statement that he had 
nothing to arbitrate. 

“We are through and can do nothing,” 
said Labor Cemmissioner Schmidt. ‘“ Mr. 
Conkey denies that he has anything to arbi- 
trate, and says that the men must come to 


have nothing to do with them as an organiza- 
tion, and the men will not treat any other 
way. It will be a long, bitter fight.” 

President Michael Colbert of Typograph- 
ileal Union No. 16 yestérday sad that the 
strikers had stolen a’ march en Mr. Conkey 
and made the most effective move possible. 
The Hammond plant cannot be started with- 
out electrotypers, he said, and Mr. Conkey 
has been offering the strikers in that depart- 
ment almost double their old wage if they 
would return. When this came to the ears 
of the National Typographical officers they 
began shipping the electrotypers out of town 
to good positions elsewhere. Two left on 
Wednesday evening fer Indianapolis, and 
one last night for Peoria. All of the others 
will be taken care of within a day or two, 
and the strikers say their places cannot be 
filled. 

Will Picket the Plant. 

Jt was formally decided yesterday by the 
pressmen that the plant will be picketed, re- 
gardless of the injunction, The men will take 
turns at the work and say they have an ar- 
rangement with the police so that they will 
not be disturbed. Thé pickets announced 
last night that they had induced three more 
feeders to leave the plant. 

To offset this Mr. Conkey imported five 
feeders yesterday and about thirty girls. 
These, it i ssaid at the plant, are all ex- 
perts. 

To make the strike more effective local 
organizers have succeeded in inducing laun-~ 
dry clerks and the bakers to form unions. 
There are two laundries in Hammond, the 
Eureka, owned by J. Gibson, and the C. 
O. D., owned by C. Dietrich. These employ 
about fifty girls and all have joined the or- 
ganization. The bakers have enrolled forty 
members and they are preparing to take steps. 
toward aiding the Conkey strikers.

If the United States government is Beer 
for a place to establish an experimental sta- 
tion to investigate the cause and cure of 
mosquitoes, Chicago residents will propose 
this city as the mosquito metropolis of the 
world. Complaint is made on all sides that 
@ pest never was so bad az it is thie fall. ’ 
| The parks are deserted at night and flat butld- 
ings are not 4 safe refuge for the citizen. | 
One theory for the prevalence ef the mos- 
_quito is that the season has been conducive 
to its propagation—a long hot spell, fol- 
lowed by cool, wet weather. Another ex- 
planation is that while mosquitoes never 
wander far from a water supply, they mey 
this year have found the country so dry 
they are all spending the summer near the 
lake. It is at least apparent that the lake 
has become a more popular summer resort 
than their native stagnant 


The dechition condition of the parks after 
dark is one of the most striking testimonials 
to the activity of the insect. A policeman 
in Lincoln Park says ‘he wears gloves and 
has 4 handkerchief hung under his helmet 
to protect. himself, and is still unable to enjoy 
a rest on one of the park benches. 

“The park is only for them that smokes 
these nights,’’ he said. ‘ And the mosquitoes 
| will bite through the lace-holes in your shoes 
at that if they can’t get nearer.” 

People who occupy flats in large buildings, 
| with no doors opening outside, and screens 


find mosquitoes taking up their lodgings 
there, It is always considered one of the 
compensations of the flat renter in sum+ 
mer that the suburban resident is fighting 
nave to enjoy the beauties of the scenery 
about his home. The inhabitant of the flat, 
therefore, is one of the most strenuous com- 
plainants about the invasion of the mosquito. 
No one has yet suggested that the reason 
for the increase of mosquitoes in Chicago 
lies. fn the decrease of smoke-ordinance 
violators. The abatement of the smoke 
nuisance might naturally attract the mos- 
quitoes. The difficulty with this explana- 
‘tion Hes in tke fact that no one has ob- 
served the paba ement of the smoke nuisance.

Each is an at- 
temipt to find peace through escape from 
the world. .

property or of any undesirable habits on 
their part, such as those sought to be dis- 
couraged by taxing saloons. (3) That it “is 
peculiarly a poor man’s tax "—one laid upon 
the strap-holding wage-earner and not upon 
the merchant travetsing the same public 
street in his private vehicle. (4) That, aside 
from the question of justice, it is a mie 
take from the standpoint of public policy to 
place the incidence of taxation at this point. 
This fourth consideration is in many ways 
the strongest in the whole paper. It rests 
upon grounds of broad expediency. The 
public is reminded that “quick and cheap 
transportation agencies . . . facilitate 
business,” that “the most effective way to, 
prevent the growth of those harmful con- 
gested areas of cities known as slums is to 
provide cheap means of transit,” that “ when 
the public authorities are spending large 
sums of money to provide parks for the 
people . . . a tax upon every street car 
ride . . , to and from parks tends to de- | 
feat the objects of the public in establishing 
such parks,” and, finally, that the policy of 
keeping up street car fares through such 
taxation deprives the users of elevated and 
steam lines of what would otherwise be a 
strong influence for falling rates and im- 
proved service on tlioge lines. ‘“‘ A'reduction 
of street car fares,” it is pointed out, “ say, 
from five cents to four cents, would immedi- 
ately have a stimulating effect upon all other 
local transportation agencies of the city, for 
all are to a greater or less degree competitors 
of the street rajlroads. By taking compen-| 
sation for a street railway franchise in Heu 
of a reduction of fares, therefore, the city 
treasury does not profit to the extent that 
the people are deprived of the benefit that 
woukl flow from a reduction of fares.” 
_ The public demand, too, that franchises he 
taxed is pronounced one to be viewed with 
suspicion in 8o far as it implies the permanent 
propriety of great franchise values, 
 Thewhole matter is summed up in the dec- 


laration that a street car passenger “ ought | 


to pay what it costs to carry him and no 

more,” that cost including simply a fair re- ‘ 
turn upon investment. With fares reduced 

to that basis, these notorious franchise 

values, with all their sophisticated dificul- 

ties, would simply disappear, while mechan- 

leal transportation would approximate, as 

it does not now, its proper function in the 

Mr. Sikes’ paper iq a peculiarly valuable.

The most significant feature of the paper 
was its reference to the annual address of 
Sir William Crookes, President of the Brit- 


ish association, delivered three years ago, 


not only by the writer but also by John Hyde, 
statistician of the Agricultural department. 
It will be recalled that Sit William Crookes | 
expressed grave doubt as to the sufficiency 
of the world’s wheat supply in the future, for 
the reason that the bread eating population is 
| creasing so rapidly thet in less than half | 
a century the number will be become so great 
as to require the produce of all the land in 


in the meantime some method is found for 
largely increasing thé avérage product per 
acre, which, for the worl at large, is now 
12.7 bushels. | 

While most writers on economic subjects 
have come to the conclusion that Sir William 
Crookes was unduly alarmed when he sound- 
ed his warning, the two government statisti- 
cians referred to are disposed to attach con- 
siderable importance to it, sufficient at least 
to give it careful investigation. They make 
the point that, with the rise in the general 
standards of living, bread has become «@

* But the most remarkable thing about 
the pearl fisheries in the South Sea islands is 
the beautiful character pf the men who 
daily risk their livés in the work. Often 
they are abused and imposed upon by the 
whites, and yet, almost without exception, 
they retain what might be called an ideal 
Christian attitude of mind, If a dealer 
cheats one of the native divers, for instance, 
the native will not attempt to ‘get even’ 
in any way.
